WW2 ammunition 
cart comes to light 



DEVELOPERS Persimmon have unearthed a Second 
World War ammunition cart on their site at Maiden 
Beech in Crewkerne. 

The cart (officially a "caisson", pictured above), 
was a large trailer which held two boxes for am¬ 
munition and ancillary equipment, and was towed 
behind an artillery piece, or heavy gun. 

Persimmon very kindly notified Crewkerne Town 
Council and Crewkerne Museum, enabling the find, 
which was buried about two metres down in a 
small quarry, to be assessed by the museum and 
recorded by a series of photographs. 

It seems likely that this caisson may have been at¬ 
tached to an anti-aircraft gun, in association with a 
searchlight post. 

A museum spokesman said:"We have no idea as 
to why it was buried here but it may be that one of 
the wooden-spoked wheels had shattered, making 
its recovery uneconomical." 

Unfortunately, the condition of the cart after 
more than 50 years made conservation impractica¬ 
ble, but the museum is very grateful to Persimmon 
for their interest and for making yet another piece 
of Crewkerne's history available to posterity.

Recycling reprieve 

CREWKERNE recycling centre has won a 
reprieve, ironically due to the drop in 
recycling bringing down processing costs. 

Somerset Waste Partnership stated that al¬ 
though visitor numbers at sites with fees 
have declined, reduced costs from less rub¬ 
bish going to landfill and less materials 
being processed for recycling means that 
savings are sufficient to keep all four open 
at least until a further review in the autumn. 

SWP managing director Steve Read said: 
"This decision is good news for the local 
communities that urged us to find a way to 
keep these recycling sites open. Even with a 
small fee for entry, these sites are a cheaper, 
time saving and more convenient option for 
local people than travelling to the next 
nearest recycling centre.The vast majority 
of people pay nothing to deposit the vast 
majority of materials at recycling sites."

NEVER being a city person 
(sorry, Manchester, but I only 
used you for your University) I 
know it has to be something 
special to tempt me onto the 
motorway to visit one of our 
bustling centres of culture and 
commerce. But - as it has 
often done - Birmingham 
managed to attract a visit with 
it’s wonderful BBC Good Food 
show recently. 

My wife and I have enjoyed 
this fantastic day out many a 
time. What could be better 
than roaming up and down 
rows of foodie stalls, most of 
which offering either a 
demonstration of a wonder- 
gadget (that seems either 
pointless or incredibly expen¬ 
sive) or the ever so better op¬ 
tion of free tasters? 

Whist I’m sure they have big¬ 
ger fish to fry, Walls get an en¬ 
viable mention in Weekender 
for their overly generous Carte 
D'Or stand. Ruth and I en¬ 
joyed 8 good scopes of vary¬ 
ing Ice Creams. Also Jordans, 
who were giving away whole 
boxes of granola. But it wasn't 
one individual stall that made 
the greatest impression this 
year; rather a type. Cheese. 
There was so much cheese! 

As I tried yet another mouth¬ 


ful of Cheddar (and it was al¬ 
most all Cheddar) two things 
occurred to me. Firstly, what 
an amazing impression a truly 
West Country original has 
made on this enormous mar¬ 
ket, and secondly what an 
outstanding array of really 
very good Cheddars there are 
available in your local super¬ 
market these days. 

I probably should say that al¬ 
though I am certainly not a 
cheese snob, my favourite 
Cheddar by a country mile re¬ 
mains Gould's Farmhouse, 
which I buy from my butcher 
in Martock. It has a flavour and 
texture that I think can only be 
truly achieved by small scale 
production techniques. But 
that doesn't mean that great 
cheeses aren't out there to be 
had off the supermarket 
shelves. Many of which, no 
matter how far they go on the 
back of a Tesco's lorry, remain 
local to us here in the region. 

After trying an awful lot of 
Cheddar, two of the more 
commercial varieties (which 
I'm defining as ones you 
would easily find in your local 
supermarket, and possibly on 
some type of offer) really 
stood out. The Wincanton 
based Pilgram's Choice 


Xtreme and Bruton based 
Wyke Farms' Just Delicious 
Extra Mature. Even amongst 
some very exclusive cheeses, 
both of these stood out at the 
show as really excellent exam¬ 
ples of the genre. Certainly an 
impressive feat at such an 
event. 

There are those who believe 
that to be local and high qual¬ 
ity means expensive and ex¬ 
clusive. But just this evening, 
while driving through Mer- 
riott, I picked up two blocks of 
Wyke's for a fiver in the Co-op. 
Is it as good as Gould's? Prob¬ 
ably not. But it's accessible, 
available, still local and - most 
of all - a sign of foodie 
progress. 

As a boy I remember the 
cheese mum used to bring 
home from Merriott Co-op. It 
looked like slabs of soap 
wrapped in cling-film and 
tasted mild and rubbery. Now 
one can pick up show stop¬ 
ping examples at good prices. 
Yes, the butcher's will still be 
used, but let's be grateful that 
Good Food is now so accessi¬ 
ble - even outside of Brum 
(thank goodness!)

THIS month's Weekender restaurant review will 
take foodies out of Somerset for a visit to The 
WheelrightatColyford in East Devon. The jour¬ 
ney will be well worth the trouble. 

The Wheelright is a Hall and Woodhouse pub 
which in 2009 won the best dining out pub in 
the South West and the best H and W food pub. 

The pub, and the nearby Harbour at Axmouth, 
close to the sea, is run by Gary and Toni Valen¬ 
tine. Both businesses ooze class and style and 
whilst The Wheelright looks like the archetypal 
village pub from the outside, thatched roof and 
all, step inside and it's clear this is no ordinary 
drinking house. 

With several dining areas and new private din¬ 
ing rooms upstairs, spacious bar, wine library 
of 100 bin ends and eight champagnes, and 
even a boutique gift shop area, dining out at 
The Wheelright adds a whole new concept to 
going down to the pub. 

With both daughters home for the summer, a 
rare treat for us, we decided to make our visit 
to The Wheelwright a family occasion and were 
seated in one of the dining alcoves, named the 
Axminster Room and adorned with old pictures

Dutfield, who I knew well. 

The Wheelwright is quite a special place for 
Jackie and I for it is where we spent our first 
meal out after meeting when we both worked 
for the Sidmouth Herald. This was quite a while 
ago, you understand, many years before the 
Valentines moved in, and we were the only 
ones in the restaurant. And there was an an¬ 
noying waiter who came into the dining room 
every five minutes just to check we were al¬ 
right. 

The staff at today's Wheelwright are far from 
annoying; very polite and helpful, in fact. To¬ 
tally professional. And it was not just because 
we were reviewing the menu. I noticed that all 
customers were treated with equal politeness 
and helpfulness. 

We have, in fact, reviewed The Wheelwright 
for one of our other papers so we knew we 
were in for a special treat. 

Before perusing the menu we scanned the 
specials board which included moules 
mariniere (£5.95 as a starter or £10.95 as a main 
course), a trio of crab cakes (£8.95), garlic herb 
crusted scallops (£7.95 or £19.75), lobster ther- 



midor with skinny 
chips (£21.95), baked 
lemon sole (£13.95), 
Gressingham duck breast (£16.95), baked 
plaice (£13.95), Devon fillet steak (£21.95) and 
pan fried seabass (£15.95). 

A number of meze boards were available as 
shared starters and three of us chose the se¬ 
lection offish - salt cod croquettes, crispy salt 
and pepper calamari, tempura battered, king 
prawns, crispy whitebait, salmon pate and 
prawn crackers with tartar sauce and lemon 
mayonnaise, good value at £11.95. 

Eldest daughter Zoe, whose at an age when 
she is a bit more adventurous with her food (a 
consequence of spending a year in Australia), 
chose the garlic herb crusted scallops from the 
specials board at £7.95 and was pleased with 
her choice. 

For the mains dishes, there are two distinct 
menus to chose from - classic pub dishes or 
bistro.The pub classics are less expensive, as to 
be expected with fish and chips, steak and ale 
pie, chargrilled gammon, pork and leek

sausages, fish pie and crispy coasted chicken 
salad ranging in price from £9.50 to £11.95 on 
the menu. 

As this was a family night out we decided to 
chose from the bistro selection. Jackie went for 
the confit of duck leg on an apple and potato 
rosti with an orange and ginger sauce with sea¬ 
sonal vegetables (£11.95). She declared the 
dish delicious, pronouncing it to be much bet¬ 
ter than when we first dined together 30 years 
ago. 

Zoe stuck to fish for her mains and went for 
the herb crusted salmon fillet on crushed new 
potatoes in a dill and white wine sauce, again 
with seasonal vegetables (£12.95) - another 
good choice by all accounts. I tasted the sauce 
and it was "near historic" as Michael Winner 
might say. 

Younger daughter Francesca and I have simi¬ 
lar tastes when it comes to food and we both 
decided on the lOoz Aberdeen Angus rib-eye 
steak with roasted garlic and thyme butter, 
tomatoes, mushrooms and chunky chips. Now 
when I say chunky, I mean chunky. In fact, they 
were served in a mock newspaper wrapping in 
a miniature bucket. An ambition fulfilled - a 
bucket of chips! All for £18.95. 

The medium rare steaks were cooked to per¬ 


fection, succulent and with a sliver of fat which 
all good steaks must have. 

Other bistro dishes on the menu included 
roast belly pork with Godminster cheddar 
mash, crispy hogs pudding and a sticky ginger 
beer sauce (£ 14.50), chicken breast stuffed with 
Seville marmalade, buffalo mozerella and 
wrapped in parma ham with rosemary sauteed 
potatoes (£12.95) and trio of lamb shepherd's 
pie on root vegetable mash (very tempting at 
£13.95). 

For vegetarians there was wild mushroom 
risotto with roasted butternut squash (£10-.95) 
or vegetable tagine with orange and chickpea 
infused cous cous (£9.95). 

By this time we were all pretty well stuffed but 
I was determined to complete three courses, all 
in the course of duty, you understand. Actually, 
it was because I am slightly addicted toTurkish 
Delight and one of the items of the pudding 
menus was simply named "Turkish Delight". It 
was a selection of sweetTurkish pastries, sugar 
almonds and Turkish Delight ice-cream. Chal¬ 
lenging yet delightful, but the pastries de¬ 
feated me. 

Zoe chose the lemon posset with basil straw¬ 
berries and lemon curd biscuits and Francesca 
plumped for the honeycombe ice-cream. All

A West Country cheese board came with 
home-made chutney and biscuits at £6.25 
(£9.25 with a glass of port). 

We are not big wine drinkers and a glass of 
rose with our meal was sufficient. But The 
Wheelwright has an extensive wine selection, 
ranging in price from £13.50 to £55.95 for a 
Chablis Grand Cru 'Les Clo', described as a wine 
with "power and elegance". 

An innovation at The Wheelright is the addi¬ 
tion of two intimate private dining rooms up¬ 
stairs, called "Tin Fish" serving modern British 
cuisine (not just fish) in homely surroundings;. 

Tony and Gary Valentine have a passion for in¬ 
terior design and that passion is much in evi¬ 
dence at The Wheelright. It's a pub, there's no 
doubt about that, with a coterie of regular 
drinkers, but it manages to combine its tradi¬ 
tional image with a unique dining experience - 
well worth the trip out of Somerset.

Cars are getting greener - how to cut your emissions 


T oday's cars generate 14 per cent of all C02 emissions in the UK, marginally less 
than in 2000, despite an increase of 4 million cars on the road according to En¬ 
ergy use and C02 emissions, the latest motoring facts report from road safety 
charity the 1AM. 

While carbon emissions from all forms of road transport continue to rise, the rate 
from cars fell from 196 grams of C02 per km in 1997 to 174 grams C02 per km in 
2008. Total UK emissions are forecast to increase but those from cars are set to con¬ 
tinue falling. 

The report also finds that: 

• People's perception is that cars and aircraft are the two biggest carbon polluters, 
when in fact the top two are power stations and industry. 

• Since 1997 the overall fuel economy of new cars has improved by a quarter, mostly 
in the last ten years. 

• Average new carfuel consumption for petrol cars fell from 8.28 litres per 100km in 
1997 to 6.93 litres per 100km in 2008. 

• Households produce as much C02 as cars. 

• The biggest single consumer is the energy generating industry itself when it con¬ 
verts one form or energy into another (for example oil to electricity) and through 
energy lost in distribution. 

1AM director of policy and research Neil Greig said: "Despite what many green experts 
may say, Britain's drivers and the motoring industry are doing their bit to reduce car¬ 
bon emissions. Drivers are shifting to greener engines and have embraced incentives 
like cheaper vehicle excise duty for more fuel efficient models. 

"Manufacturers should also take credit for producing models across the range that 


are cleaner and greener. But driving style is crucial - the best fuel-saver is a light 
right foot and anticipation of the road ahead." 

How to improve your MPG and cut carbon emissions: 

• Keep your vehicle moving rather than stopping and starting. Look further ahead 
and slow down earlierto avoid stopping. Driving at a constant speed is far more fuel 
efficient than heavy accelerating and braking. 

• Check your tyres. Under-inflated tyres have a big impact on fuel economy. 

• Put your car on a diet, remove unnecessary weight, including roof racks, car clutter 
and heavy items in the boot. 

• Try to avoid using air conditioning and climate control at low speeds as they increase 
fuel consumption. Open a window. 

• However at high speeds, close your windows to maintain the aerodynamics of the 
car. Use air-con to get the car to a comfortable temperature, and then turn it off to 
save fuel. 

• Clean screens rarely mist up - so you'll use the heater and air-conditioning less. 

• Try changing up your gears earlier; for petrol engines at 2,500 rpm (revs per 
minute), and diesel engines 2,000 rpm 

• Reverse into parking bays: manoeuvring with a cold engine uses more fuel, so make 
the most of having a hot engine. 

• It will take most cars at least a couple of miles to warm up and run efficiently. Could 
you walk or cycle? 

• Drive at an even pace over speed humps. Slowing down and speeding up drinks 
more fuel. 

•Stick to the speed limit. 


The under inflation nation, says Kwikfit survey 


• 68% of cars in the UK have under-inflated tyres 

• Under-inflation is costing motorists almost £1 billion a year 
in extra fuel 

• The average spare tyre is dangerously under-inflated 

New research from Kwik Fit reveals that over two-thirds (69%) of 
cars in the UK are being driven with under-inflated tyres, at least 
3psi under the manufacturer's recommendation* Just 4% of mo¬ 
torists are travelling on all four tyres pumped up to the recom¬ 
mended pressure. 

According to Kwik Fit the average under-inflated tyre is down by 
a whopping 18% (5.75psi) and with even a small amount of under¬ 
inflation reducing fuel efficiency it estimates that motorists are 
wasting almost a £1 billion (£993 million) a year on excess fuel. 

Under-inflated tyres produce poor handling and braking and can 
lead to tread damage and blow-outs . Kwik Fit's study found that 
almost 10% of cars had tyres on the same axle with a difference of 
10psi or more, which could lead to severe instability. 

Out of sight, out of mind - No air in the spare. 

Motorists needing to use the spare tyre may be in for a nasty sur¬ 
prise as on average it's under-inflated by a staggering 18psi. That's 
a shocking 44% lower than the recommended average pressure of 
approximately 44psi for a spare. 

Many drivers experiencing a puncture will put on their spare un¬ 
aware of its low pressure, and continue their journey driving in the 


same style, with potentially disastrous consequences. 

The space-saving design of some spare tyres means that they 
have to be inflated to much higher pressures - almost double that 
of a regular tyre (up to 60psi). 

Over-inflated and dangerous 

The study also revealed that some motorists are over-compen¬ 
sating as one-in-seven (14%) cars are driving around on at least one 
tyre that is more than 3psi over-inflated.The average over-filled tyre 
is 12% (3.75psi) above the recommended level, which could lead 
to irregular wear and even bulging of the tyre sidewall. 

Ian Fraser, chief executive of Kwik Fit said: "Under-inflated tyres 
not only hit hard pressed motorists in the wallet but can be ex¬ 
tremely dangerous, potentially leading to a blow-out. With re¬ 
search showing that many service station tyre gauges are 
inaccurate, motorists may well feel safer coming to Kwik Fit where 
their tyre pressure can be checked using calibrated pressure gauges 
for free by a tyre expert. 

"If your tyre won't hold its pressure, there could be a slow leak in 
the valve or a puncture. These problems are mostly cheap and easy 
to fix. For those who are worried about their spare, there's always 
nitrogen inflation. Nitrogen molecules are bigger - and indeed drier 
- than those in normal air, so help keep a tyre at the correct pres¬ 
sure for longer."
